HENBY EDGERTON FOR SENATOB. 
SACRAMENTO, July 30.— About twen- 
ty-four Republican members of the 
Assembly met this afternoon in secret 
caucus, to fix upon a candidate for the 
senatorship in opposition to Speaker 
Parks. The names of the following 
gentlemen were proposed: James McM. 
Shafter, of Marin; A. P. Williams 
and J, B. Stetson, of San Francisco; 
Henry Edgerton, of Sacramento; John 
Mansfield, of Los Angeles, and A. L. 
Rhodes. After several ballots, Edger- 
ton was declared the choice of the 
caucus. Those who participated in the 
caucus claim that they are not bound to 
vote for Edgerton. but merely centered 
on one candidate, in order to defeat 
Parks in the general Republican caucus 
on Monday night. 

THE IRRIGATION COMMITTEES. 
SaCRAMENTO, July 30.—A meeting of 
the Assembly Irrigation Committee was 
held this evening, Mr. Edwards, of Los 
Angeles, presiding. The DeWitt bill 
and the Munday and Goucker substi- 
tutes for it were discussed at length, 
and the Goucher bill was finally recom- 
mended for passage as follows: 

“The water of every natural stream 
within the State of California is the 
property of the public, and is dedicated 
to the use of the people of the State. 
Such water may be appropriated, di- 
verted and used for irrigation or for 
beneficial purposes. The right to di- 
vert the  unappropriated waters 
of any natural stream to such 
beneficial uses shall be regulated by law. 
Prior appropriations of water to any 
such use, whether heretofore or here- 
after made, so long as applied to such 
use or Other beneficial purposee, shall 
give a better right to the extent of the 
amount of water actually diverted and 
applied, and the right of appropriation 
shall be exercised under legislative 
regulations; provided that navigation in 
navigable streams under control of the 
United States shall not be impaired. 
The English common law of riparian 
rights, so far as it conflicts with this 
act, shall not be recognized as the rule 
of decision in any of the vat of this 
State. 

“Sec, 2. All acts and parts of acts in 
conflict with this act are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect im- 
mediatelv.“ 

The committee then ‘adjourned until 
Monday.

“That whenever the surplus or balance 
inthe treasury, including the amount 
held for the redemption of United States 
notes, shall exceed sum of 8100, 000, - 
000, it shall be and is hereby made the 
duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
apply such excess, in sums not less than 
$10,000 000 per month during the exist- 
ence of any such surplus or excess, to the 
payment of the interest-bearing indebt- 
ednees of the United States, pay- 
able at the option of the Gov- 
ernment. The surplus or balance 
herein referred to shall bo available sur- 
plas, ascertained according to the form 
of the statement of the treasurer of the 
assets and liabilities of the treasury of the 
United States on June 30, 1886; provided 
that no call shall be made under pro- 
visions of this resolution until a sum 
equal to the callis in the treasury over 
and above the reserve herein mentioned; 
and provided further, that the 
Secretary of the Treasury in his 
discretion may have io the ‘treasury 
over and above the foregoing sums, a 
working balance not exceeding $20,- 
000,000, and whenever in case of any ex- 
traordinary emergency, not now existing, 
and when because thereof, in the opinion 
of the President public interests shall 
require, he may by. written order 
direct the Secretary of the Treasury. to 
suspend the further call for payment of 
such indebtedness for such period of time 
as shall be necessary to maintain the 
public credit unimpaired, and that such 
suspension, and the reasons therefore, 
shall be reported to Congress within ten 
days after the next meeting, or immedi-
